DATABASES 

WINNER - R:BASE 3.1 

1990 was a slightly odd year in the PC 
database world, with quite a number of 


new products (or at least new versions of 


old ones), but no real block-busters. 
The bottom end of the market 


showed little or nothing of any real note. 


The event of the year should have been 
PC File 5.0, the successor to the superb 
PC File:dB, but this turned out to have 
caught Big Software disease, being too 
large to run on most networks, and 
distinctly slow as well. 

At the far end of the market, the talk 
was all of Structured Query Language 
(SQL) and ‘Client Server Architecture’, 


the idea of having an intelligent database 


manager at the centre of a network, 
performing queries on behalf of 
workstations and sending back the 
results. Some day many databases will 
work this way, but there seems to be a 
long way to go on standards, with 
everyone developing their own version 


ACCOUNTING PACKAGES 
WINNER - SERVICE 
INDUSTRY ACCOUNTING 
Despite the advent of Windows 3, most 
accounting packages are still making 
do with a multitude of text-based 
systems that could barely manage a 
pop-up window, let alone a resizable 
multi-tasking one! 

That said, Sage deserves a brownie 
point for quickly removing the odd bug 
or two from the recent Sterling range 
before they became a real pain — and at 
last doing away with the need for a 
floppy disk in drive A: when you print 
a profit and loss report.

WINNER - WINDOWS 3 
Microsoft’s Windows 3 is 1990's 
clear winner in this category, 
though it is somewhere between 
an operating system and a utility. 
Whatever you call it, Windows 3 
has shaken up the PC world like 
no software before. Its 
combination of functionality and 
attractiveness combined with a 
low price and a huge publicity 
campaign have generated massive 
interest. It’s also put it on more 
than 1.5 million PCs. 

If Windows 3 hadn’t happened then 
Digital Research would undoubtedly 
have taken the prize with their DR-DOS 
5 operating system, the first MS-DOS 
clone to offer high memory management, 


to run directly from ROM and to come 


with built-in battery power management 
for portables. DR-DOS gives your PC the 
largest program area it’s ever had. 

_ On the pure utility front XtreePro 
Gold continued the improvement of this 
longtime favourite hard disk manager. 
Lotus’ Magellan II consolidated its 
position as the premier file manager with 
fast searches on file indexes and its oo 
range of file viewers. 
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Are you sure you want to move the selected 
fites into CAPCSAT? 


Quarterdeck’s DesqView deserves a 
special mention. This multi-tasking front 
end gives you all the power of Windows 
3 when it comes to multi-tasking MS- 
DOS applications without the enormous 
overhead of a graphical interface. It’s 
small, fast and still under development. 
DesqView is one to watch from a small 
but highly skilled company. 

Finally, two small utilities we find are 
worth their weight in folding money. 
First Norton Backup -the best backup 
utility we’ve seen, and, last but not least, 
Fastwire Lynx from Rupp Brothers.

However it’s now outdated as an end- 
user’s tool, lacking a data dictionary, so 
doesn’t win the overall award. 

A strong contender was Borland’s 
Paradox, released in mid-term version 
3.5. This took a sensible approach to the 
SQL server problem by offering a do-it- 
yourself ‘transparent’ option, as well as 
being able to formulate queries for a 
range of leading SQL Server packages. 
Paradox 3.5 also includes Borland’s 
VROOM (Virtual Run-time Object 
Oriented Memory management) system, 
which allows it to run in a ‘mere’ 640K 
PC/XT — take note, Lotus Development, 
producers of /-2-3 version 3!. 

Lightweight memory requirements 
are also a feature of the category winner, 
Microrim’s R:Base 3.1, which wins for 
being the most improved database of the 
year. At the beginning of 1990 it was a 
rather dour SQL-based system best 
suited to ex-minicomputer users; by the 
end, two releases later, it had friendly 
pull-down menus, mouse support and 
could read and write dBASE files. In the 
meantime it had retained both its tidy 
data management and its essential 
simplicity, and was still the least 
complicated way into SQL on a PC.

There’s really only one

the ever-increasing band of UNIX-based 
workstations. 

Windows allowed hard-pressed 
application developers to write programs 
which wouldn’t be constrained by the 
640K memory limit. It enabled users of 
286 and 386-family PCs to make 
productive use of their processors 
extended memory and multi-tasking 
capabilities with the minimum of effort. 
Most of all it filled the gap left by the 
limited success of OS/2, and provided a 
GUI (Graphical User Interface) which 
was good enough and cheap enough for 
everyone to use. 

Microsoft describes Windows as a 
transition product, there to help a user on 
the way to full OS/2. In the future it may 
just be seen as the product that saved the
